That is the confident belief which 
has induced a group of prominent 
business men in Escondido, north- 
ern San Diego county, to organize 


poration, which already has bought 
@ 360-acre ranch and next spring 
Will set out. 260,000 3-year-old mul- 


berry trees for the sole purpose of 
raising food for silk-wormsa. It also 
has sent to Europe and to Asia 
for all the mulberry seed obtain- 
able, and has about 10,000,000 
seedling trees a fovoi high. 

lt furthermore has made i  ar- 
rangements with one textile mill 
already. And its backers confi- 
dently predict that in 1926 it will 
produce something like 40,000 
pounds of silk filament worth $10 
a pound in its rgw state. After 
that it expects to go on to devel- 
opments which are really big. 

To the uninitiated this may 
sound like a foolish dream, but it fs 
the result of logical thinking and 
deep study. John L. Offutt, vice- 
president of the North San Diego 
County Bank, is president of the 
organization and Bernard Wohl- 
fert, president of the Escondido 
National Bank, is treasurer. They 
have found that the climate of 
Lyons, France, which the silk in- 
dustry has made the second city 
of France, is very similar to that 
of Escondido; that the mulberry 
trees on which silk worms thrive 
best, grow luxuriantly there; and 
they are convinced that mass pro- 
duction is bound to produce fila- 
ment of superior quality to that 
produced by “cottage” production 
in the Orient atid in France. 

SEE BRIGHT FUTURE

much for Southern California as it

OBSTACLES OVERCOME 


The only experiments so far 
made, however, have been at Mrs. 
‘heeseright’s ranch in Sonoma 
cdunty and at Oroville, Butte coun- 
ty. in which experiments, it is be- 
lieved, every obstacle to the adap- 
tation of silk culture in California 
has been met and finally over- 
come. 

Among those who were inter- 
ested by Mrs, Cheeseright’s exper- 
iments was Glen PD. Hurst of San 
Diego, and when, Hurst began in- 
vestigating he found that some- 
thing like a million pounds of raw 
silk a week was being imported 
through the Pacific gateways from 
the Orient, and that importation 
was on the increase. In 1915 the 
raw silk imported was valued at 
$90,000,000, while in 1922 was 
$365,000,000. Now that practically 
everybody wears silk hose, silk 
shirts and silk invisibles, the de- 
mand for silk is staggering. When

PASSING OF RHEIMS 
The city of Rheims, France, dispatches 
say, is losing population. It now has only 
74,000 inhabitants, about three-fifths as 
many as it had in 1914, and considerably 
fewer than it had shortly after the close 

of the war. 

‘That is not surprising to anyone who saw 
Rheims just after the war, who, walked 
through its deserted streets, between rows 
on rows of ruined houses, not one of which 
would keep out weather. One wondered 
how such a town ever could “come back.” 
At that time only fourteen of approximately 
20,000 buildings in the city, including both 
business and residence properties, were 
habitable. Thousands of them were mere 
huddlies of brick and mortar. In some 
places one could not even find the streets, 
buildings and paving being scrambled to- 
gether. One correspondeBt recalls wander 
ing into the midst of a cemetery before he 
knew it. Coffins blown out of the ground 
by shells and chunks of shattered monu- 
ments apprised him that spot was a little 
different from the general welter of de 
struction which surrounded It.

So the first stretch of the Grand Canal, known as one of the 
most famous man-made waterways in the world, which extends over 
1000 miles from Tsien-tang-kiang, near Hangchow, to Peking, was con-

Today the Grand Canal still is 
‘a busy artery of commerce, its 
banks lined with godéwns, gaudy 
decorated hongs, ill-smelling res- 
taurants flanked by huge vats at- 
tended by half-naked coolies; 
while the hutungs or streets radi- 


ating from the canal are crowded 
with burdened coolies; the yokes 
across their shoulders drawing 
forth a never-ceasing wail, with 
clanking rickshas, lumbering 
wheelbarrows and carts—all des- 
tined for the sampans and junks 
dewn in the stream. 

The fetid course of the Grand 
Canal and its several brenches is 
never peaceful but always turbu- 
lent with the intensity of millions 
striving for subsistence. | 


ROMANCE IN CANAIS 

In Italy there is the city of Ven- 
ice on the Adriatic, where the fa- 
cades of medieval buildings look 
down on placid silken waters as 
high-prowed gondolas go sliding 
down beneath queer causeways, 
fiercely mustached Corsicans and 
Sicilians at the sweeps. It is a 
city of romance where balconied 
windows, the plaintive threnodles 
of fruetrated loves, the melange 
of night sounds and the flickering 
light from precariously-placed 
lamps, harmonize incongruously 
into an indelible memory. 

And in California there is also 
Venice, which through its being 
a miniature, prototype of the Ital- 
fan system of canals, has been 
known as “Venice of America.” 
But the city of Venice, whose 
amusement zone brings thousands 
to that district every year, is des- 
tined to lose ite most romantic as- 
pect. The canals of Venice of 
America are to be filled to make 
way for the demand of modern 
progress, to permit the busittess 
section of the city to expand and 
to open up direct arteries of trav- 
el te Los Angeles. 

The canals of Venice, excavated 
in 1905 under the direction of the 
late Abbott Kinney, however, have 
never been used as waterways of 
conimerce. . Since their inception 
residents of Venice who built their 
homes along the paim and flow- 
er-covered ks have used them 
exclusively boating, the still- 
ness of the. night and the three 
miles of its winding coursed 
neath causeways and between vari- 
colored lights on shore bringing 
a touch of the Venice of Italy to 
the Venice of America. 

Constructed originally by Mr. 
Kinney to eliminate the necessity 
of filling a vast district with dirt 
hauled from a great distance, since 


was nothing but a large swamp, 
and imbued with the desire to lay 
out a mode] city somewhat after 
the Venice of Italy which he had 
visited, the canals did not clash 
with the pressure of progress until 
recent years. e growth of the 
business district of Venice which 
stopped at Trolleyway ‘demanded 
expansion toward the east, so agi- 
tation was begun to fill the canals 
and turn them into boulevards.

Six years after Abbot Kinney 
had the canals constructed, he 
deeded them to the city withthe 
provision, however, that the prop- 
erty should belong to the city as 
long as they were used as water- 
ways. In January, 1924, the Kin- 
ney company, realizing that prog- 
ress demanded the expansion of 
the business district eastward, re- 
fused to exercise their reversonary 
power and redeeded the canal 
property to Venice without reser- 
vations. 

The cost of constructing the se- 
ries of canals through Venice was 
more than $200,000, according to 
Fred Carleton, business manager 
of the Kinney company. In 1906

NEW YORK (N. Y.) Nov. 7.— 


here today, when he communicated 
across the Pacific and over 1000 
miles of A ja, while more than 
a quarter of the distance was in 
daylight. 


It is well known In radio circies 
that daylight transmission is very 
much more difficult than night and 
that sending over the sunset or 


sunrise line offers still greater ob- 
stacles to the travel of radio waves. 
The most remarkable feature of 
Mr. Foster's record, however, is 
the extremely smal) power used by 
his transmitter. Instead of a 
transmitting vacuum tube, he used 
an ordinary receiving tube, pow- 
ered with heavy-duty B batteries 
intended for reception purposes. 
The total power required by the 
Foster transmitter in establishing 
this trans-Pacifie record was only 
thirteen watts, a fraction of the 
power used by the ordinary electric 


light bulb. Electric flatirons,, for 
instance, usually use about 3560 
watts. 


Radio experts, in discussing this 
record, ascribe the efficiency of 
Foster’s transmitter to the steady 
unwavering signals which it enilts. 
The usual amateur transmitter 
draws its power from alternating 
urrent mains causing a bum; 
-which detracts from the steadiness 
of signals. By using batteries, Fos- 
ter has eliminated this difficulty,

THE DEER AS JUMPER 


Many years ago I was talking 
with a famous old woodeman of 
like Carolina swamps and eur con- 

reation turned to the subject of 
deer, and particularly to the ques- 
tion of their ability as jumpers, 
writes Archiband Rutledge in the 
October St. Nicholas. Each of us 
was able to give some remarkable 
examples of the wild deer’s power 
as a jumper, but neither seemed 
certain aa to the limits of this pow- 
er. Finally my friend said, “Well, 
I believe that a deer can 
just as far and as high as he has 
te.” While we can not admit this, 
there’s an element of truth in it. 
It ia not often that a deer exerts 


graceful. When he jumps, he 
seems to float ever gbstructions, 
without careful approach and 
without apparent effort. Moreover, 
the deer is singularly sure-footed. 
During thirty years of hun I 
have seen in the woods: upward, I 
think, of 1000 deer. Most of these 

e in flight, in wild country, 
where the footing was oom treach- 
erous; yet I never saw un- 
wounded deer fall down. % have 
seen one blunder; but hia recov- 
ery was so rapid that his losd of 
equilibrium was hardly noticeable.

| France’s Farewell 


Our Unknown Hero| 


On October 25, 1921, the 


jcruiser Olympia, flagship of 


Admiral Dewey, lay at the! 
docks in Le Havre, France. 
Flagship of the admiral 
whose memory is still green 
in the minds of Americans 
as one of the outstanding 
figures in American naval 
history. 

But now the famous old 
man-o’-war was on no er 
rand of hostility, but as 
she lay calmly alongside the 
Le Havre docks, an atmos- 
phere of solemn, hushed ex- 
pectancy enveloped her. She 


‘was to be the bearer of a 


sacred, priceless trust. 


The Olympia awaited the body 
of America’s Unknown Soldier of 
the World War. 

A Gay earlier, October 24, the 
body of an unknown American 
soldier, fallen on French soil dur- 
had been 


brought te Chalons-sur-Marne, 


where it was put aboard train with 


due military ceremony. 

‘The next day, October 25, it 
passed through Peris and near 
noon of the same day arrived at 
the station of Le Havre. There 
followed a beautiful and touching 
reception of the body by the 
French people. 

Tiny girls, daughters of the land 
on whose soll he had fallen, 
strewed flowers along the path of 
the Unknown Soldier as his casket 
was carried from the special car 
which had borne it to Le Havre to 
the caisson which was to carry it 
to the docks. 


The caissom passed Out ef the 
station grounds between lines of 


French soldiers standing at “pre- 
sent arms” gnd was immediately 
followed by « fitting escort com- 
posed of a French military di- 
vision, together with many French 
and American notables, among 
whom were French Minister of War 
Magino, bearer of many wounds 
received in France's service, and 
Maj.-Gen. Allen, commanding offi- 
cer of the American Army of Oc- 
cupation. 

Arrived at the docks the caisson 
bearing the Unknown was halted 
and the escort having closed’ in 
around it, Maj.-Gen. Allen deliv- 
ered a farewell speech consigning 
the body to the care of Rear-Ad- 
miral Chandler, the body thus 
passing to the United States Navy. 

As the last words of the fare- 
well died away, Minister of War 
Magino stepped forward and in 
the name of the French goverg- 
ment pinned the Cross of the 
Legion of Honor to the pes that 
draped the casket. . 

The body now being ifn the care 
of the United States Navy, it was 
immediately taken abpard the 
Olympia and placed in state on her 
afterdeck. 

The time for the. ‘fulfilment of 
the. Olympia’s mission was at 
hand. Her precious burden was 
aboard and her air of waiting was 
changed to one of well-ordered ac- 
tivity so that shortly she was 
steaming from the harbor of Le 
Havre through the gates of which 
she was escorted by French de- 
stroyers. 

Heading toward the setting sun 
all speed was made so that the 
body of America’s Unknown 
Soldier of the World War might 
reach the United States in time 
for the interment ceremonies at 
the Arlington Cemetery on No- 
vember 11, 1921. 4

age, it is’ interesting to know 
something of the history of Fort 
Tejon. | 

The land whereon the fort was 
located was procured ir, the early 
‘50’s by a Gen. Edward F. Beale. 
who purchased it from its Spantsh 
and Mexican owners. f 

Gen. Beale is accredited with 
sarrying the first California gold to 
Washington, D. C., In 1849. He 
had migratetd to California tn 1846 
and is said to bave passed through 
Tejon Passe fn 1849. Among the 
friends of Gen. Beale were Kit 
Carsog and Bayard Taylor, che 
author. The latter dedicated his 
book, “Eldorado,” written in 1849, 
to Gen. Beale, who had accom- 
panied Taylor on his horse’ack\tour 
of California's gold diggings. 

Fort Tejon was occupied the 
First "United States Dragoons in 
1854 and continded as a governer 
ment station until the latter part 
of the Civil War, the soldiers there 
guarding the settlers from the In- 
| dians and protecting the mail and 
expregs route from the Indians 
and outlaws of those days, 

The famous “Peter Lebeque 
tree,” for which Lebec in this 
mountain pass is named, is located 
in what was the old fort grounds. 
Lebeque, a French hunter, and 
frontiersman, wag killed by a griz- 
zley bear and companions buried 
‘-him underneath this oak tree in 
1837. 

SOLDIER CEMETERY 

Back of what was the parade 
grounds of the fort .ay the ceme- 
tery. A broken headstone found 
therein bears the inscription: “In 
Memory of First Lieutenant Thom- 
as F. Castor, died at Fort Tojon, 
September 8, 1855." Lieut. Castor, 
a graduate of West Point in 1846, 
was classrr ite of Gen. Stonewall 
Jackson, Gen. George B. McClel- 
land and other famous Civil War 
leaders. Thirteen other soldiers 
are sald to have been buried in the 
little cemetery besid's Lieut. Cas- 


Remain buildings of the old 
fort includé a large barracks bulid- 
ing and a building which was used 
as Officers’ quarters. The latter 
was turned into a ranch housé by 
the Tejon Ranch Syndicate, which 
acquired this land about twelve 
years ago. Both buildings have 
been repaired and usable, 
the barracks building being turned 
into a storage house for and 


grain. 
Ruins of the p«~wder magazine 
and blacksmith shop speak mutely 
of the destruction wrought on these 
adobe buildings by the elements

BEAUTIFUL OAKS 
There are said to be more than 
2000 beautiful oak trees scattered 
over the tract of land, giving the

STORY OF VOYAGE 

Maj. Townsend and party sailed 
on October 1, 1855, on the steamer 
Republic bound from fan Fran- 
cisco to San Diego. The Republic 
anchored at San Pedro, October 
4. Bishop Kip speaks of there 
being three adobe houses on the 
bank, and of this spot locking quite 
as Dana had described it in his 
“Two Years Before the Mast,” 
Roomy, twenty years before. After 
the party had breakfast at one of’ 
the houses they climbed fnto a 
wagon drawn by four half-broken 
horses. 

“The plains between San Pedro 
and Los Angeles were covered with 
thousands of cattle and horses.- In 
‘the twenty-five miles of this stretch 
‘of journey there were to be seen 


, but two or three shanties, erected 


by squatters, with not -a fence or 
inclosure, except their corrals. 
Horses were changed once on the 
trip to Los Angeles, which required 
about two and a half hours. As the 
town was neared the ex- 
panse of the plains gave way to 
fertile vineyards and gardens, and 
many workmen were observed in 
the making of wine.” 


LOS ANGELES DESCRIBED 

In his letter of October 6 Bishop 
Kip has this to say about Los, An- 
geles of that day: “Los Angeles 
has all the cHaracteristics of an 
Spanish town. It contains 
about 5000 = in 2000 of 
whom may be cans or En- 
slish, 
| “All around are gardens, luxuriant 
with every kind of fruit. We vie- 
ited one vineyard which, besides 
the profusion of other fruits, con- 
tained. 50,000 vines of a large blue 
grape. Part of these grapes are

CANATS OF PADRES 

The surrounding country is de- 
scribed by him as appearing very 
fertile and irrigated by little 
streams from the near-by moun- 
tains, brought through the inter- 
vening milss by canals made by 
the early padres. The only settlers 
in evidence were Spanish Califor- 
nians, or Indians, ‘round whose 
huts scrambled children in @ per- 
fect state of nudity. “In the hands 
*f& our eastern farmers this coun-

The road through the San Fer- 
nando Pass was extremely rugged 
and the scenery referred to by the 
bishop as “the wildest I have seen 
since I crossed the Alps.” A cov- 
ple of mounted Indians met in the 
Dass were loud in their demands 
for money till some members of 
the party allowed their guns to be 

seen. After traversing a 
twenty miles of level plains the

conditions. Officers specially detailed for this purpose accom- 


pany the applicant during the test..

Care of the Baby— 
A Nursing Mother's Dict 

T IS a startling indictment against Ameri- 

can mothers that records show so much 
failure in the all-important motherhood func- 
tion of nursing. All authorities agree that 
the terrible mortality statistics are largely 
due to the inability of the modern, highly 
refined, nervously woman to nurse 
her baby. 

There are many akpocts to this question. 
To be a successful nursing mother requires 
@ great deal more than merely an intelligent 
understanding of diet, important though i 
may be. Most mothers do not become in- 
capacitated from nursing exclusively be- 
cause of errors of diet. Rather it is because 
of definite toxic conditions of the body, over- 
wrought nervousness or the onset of dis- 
eases in either mother or baby. All of these 
must be taken into consideration. Ia this 
article, however, I am more vitally con- 
cerned with the proper diet for a nursing 
mother than with the other phases of this 
problem.

There are, however, certain fixed laws 
which determine the capacity of a mother to 
nurse her child. It is a fact that a mother 
cannot successfully nurse when her nervous 
system is tired. She cannot nurse when 
uhdue ‘sexual demands are made upon 
her. The female of every species (except 
the human) remains sexually continent while 
A mother cannot 
nurse when she is suffering from an acute 
or infectious disease. In short, her nursing 
capacity is directly proportioned to her 
health and general well-being. 

Consequently if we must answer the ques- 
tion “What shall a nursing mother eat?” the 
answer must revolve around health consid- 


nursing period. 
A few facts along this line must, however, 
be taken under consideration. Milk is 


The fatty portion of milk is produced by 
fatty formation of certain cells in the 


glands. When the blood is clean and free 
from nervous disturbances, it is possible 
for good milk to form. When the blood is 


charged with the foul toxic wastes o 
digestion and elimination, it is impossible 
for a good and adequate milk supply to be 
formed. 


_ Since milk is a liquid food, it is very logit 


cal to assume that considerable liquid must 
be absorbed by the body. Speaking dietet* 
cally, the mother should consume an ade 
quate amount of liquid, preferably in the 
form of fresh fruits. 


On this point, most mothers make a genu- 


inely serious mistake. Their doctor tells 
then that they must drink huge quantities 
of milk, merely because they are nursing a 
baby, Their assumption is that milk forms 


milk. Im the complete ignorance of normal — 


physiological processes, mothers assume 
that the milk travels in an unchanged form 
directly from the stomach to the breast 
glands. I can find no other reason why 
mothers should consume three or four 
quarts of milk per day. Some people take 
milk very well. Others are thoroughly con 
stipated by it and their digestive functions 
retarded, 

A schedule which I have found to. work 
out ideally is something as follows: Seven 
in the morning, a choice of fresh or dried 
fruits and nuts. Ten o'clock, fruit juices—

PIECE of night detached itself and 
assumed the form of a huge cat. It 
was as if part of the jungie’s gloom 
had visibly condenséd into a blacker shadow 
and was crouched in feline menace above 
me. 

For an instant of breathless sflence I was 
aware of the animal’s graceful beauty. Then 
that velvet shadow became a pouncing, 
growling, spitting fury. My gun was a use 
less toy in my hand. As the enraged cat- 
demon leaped at me from in front, cold fear 
held me paralyzed; and at the same moment 
an unsuspected peril, in the shape of a poi- 
soned arrow, whizzed toward me from be- 
hind. 

This was my ceremony of introduction to 
the black jaguar, or onca preta, of Brazil. 

They say the black jaguar, with his glossy 

coat, through which the typical jaguar spots 
show faintly, is one of the rarest and most 
‘beautiful animals in the world. I can vouch, 
at least, for his being the most dangerous 
The Bra- 
zilians never even hunt him, as they do his 
eommon yellow cousin, but go out of their 
way to avoid a meeting. 
| My own encounter with the onca preta 
came after I had retreated from the poi- 
soned arrows on the River of Death. 
To the north of us now lay the haunts of 
the Gaviaos, tall, fat Indians, who have been 
20 abused by rubber barons that they kill 
white invaders on sight, firing viciously- 
barbed arrows from eight-foot bows. Their 
territory runs eastward, paralile)] to the trail 
I had traversed, back to the very edge of 
the settlements along the Araguaya. So 
that there in Brazil, pure savagery is found 
rampant within a stone’s throw, as it were, 
of the church and stores and steamboat 
wharves of a civilised river town. 

To the south of our Rio Branca camp also 


this I was not equipped to do. But, to com- 
pe: sate for my disappointment, the Indians 
staged a graid fishing expedition—much 
more exciting than it sounds. 

All night the men danced and shouted 
madiy about their smoking campfires, 
clothed only with a tiara of gaudy parrot 
féathers. In the morning a convoy of fifty 
Indians set forth, some scattering to gather 
bundles of the poisonous tingu vines, others 
climbing trees to locate some shallow lake 
left by the receding river. 


When a promising sheet of water was 


found, the tingu gatherers strode into the. 


center of it and began to yell and beat their 
bundles with heavy sticks, so that the juice 
spattered into the water. Within a short 
time the poison became diffused through the 
lake, and great shoals of fish appeared, 
shooting crazily about near the surface as 
if intoxicated. .- 


It was like seeing some garishly staged 
melodrama: in the blue lake these howling 
savages, their bodies painted red and black; 
on the shore a line of bowmen intently 
ee the darting fish with miraculous 
aim. 

I had reason to give thanks shortly for 
that unerring marksmanship of the native. 
During an all afternoon feast on roast fish, 
the Caipo chief regaled me with grim tales 
of a man-killing black jaguar that had been 
terrorizing his village. 

Like the Indian tiger, the biack jaguar 
vhen it has tasted human blood will stalk 
and eat human beings relentlessly in prefer- 
ence to its normal diet of tapir meat and 


capivara.. The chief's own daughter had 


been among the recent victims of one such 

The ordinary spotted jaguar, or onca poin- 
tada, I knew for a beautiful but discreet ani- 
mal that will flee from man and dog and 
never give battle unless cornered. I had 
met my first spotted jaguar back on the 
Island of Bananal, one day when we had 
gone hunting for pearl-bearing mussels. Ac- 
companied by a half dozen-Caraja Indians, 
and by a pack of half-tamed wolves with 
which they hunt, I had investigated several

of pearls didn’t make me want to risk the 
loss of another finger. 

The natives, too, were afraid of electric 
eels in the water, so our mussel hunt 
petered out. But just then the wolf dogs 
created a diversion by treeing a large 


jaguar. As the great spotted cat snarled —- 


down at them from the branches—I thought 
him far too beautiful to shoot—the Indian 
hurled their seven-foot spears at him: 


Then the wourded beast leaped, over the 
heads of the dogs, directly at his human 
tormentors. My army revolver came into 
play, promptly ending both the jaquar’s suf- 
fering and our peril. 

With this past experience in mind, I was 
little impressed by a jaguar’s ferocity, and 
when my Caipo chieftain enlarged on the 
black jaguar’s devastations in the Rio 
Branca neighborhood, and added that he 
knew just about where the creature 
prowled, I was all for hunting him up and 
making the animal’s acquaintance. The 
other natives, exhausted by their all night 
dance, the day’s orgy of fish poisoning, and 
the following feast, were left behind to doze 
in the afternoon sun, while the chief and 
set out alone. 

But it was dark before we flally came 
upon the jaguar’s trail, and as the sudden 
tropical night fell I began to wonder 
whether it might not be ourselves instead 
of the jaguar that would become the hunted 
quarry. 

The chief was absorbed in watching me 
strike a match to light a hasty campfire. 
The Indians never ceased to marvel) at this 
miracle of fire-making, for their own method 
was the painfolly slow rubbing of sticks 
together. Just as the blaze flared up my 
companion suddenly stiffened and half 
turned his head to listen intently. No sound 
had reached my ears, but the alarmed In- 
dian had heard some stealthy tread of paws, 
and in a moment he leaped across the rising 
fire, to where his bow and spear lay on the 
ground, calling sharply to me to follow. 

I shall. never forget the unreality of that 
acene, The shallow ravine was oppressive 
ly perfumed with the odor of flowering para 


action, cornered, against a dog. And 
imagine yourself facing just such flashing 
swiftness in a beast thirty times as large; 
you will understand then how bewildered I 
felt, and why my second shot was poor.

O INDUSTRY can grow and exist for 
any length of time without a good 
foundation... Like the house upon the 

sands, it would be swept away. Something 
like this has happened to the rabbit indus- 
try in the past. This was probably due to 
two causes: inflated prices and absence of 
commercial values. 

The great Belgian hare craze is still remem- 
bered and quoted by some as reason enough 
for anyone to be chary of rabbits. During 
that foolish boom single specimens are said 
to have sold for $1000. A man told the 
writer recently that he had paid $200 for 
one rabbit and that after the bubble burst 
he had turned it and other expensive bun- 
ines out to feed for themselvés. A of 
money was lost on the Belgians and many 
persons left sadder but wiser for their ex- 
perience with them. 

For years it was not good policy to men- 
tion rabbits to some of those former breed- 
ers, but nevertheless a few rabbits were 
still raised in various parts of the country 
—mostly eas pets for children or to supply 
family tables. When they became too 
numerous, as they 
would be sold to neighbors. 
fourteen years ago, I'm sure, we often 
bought rabbits, dressed, of the neighbor- 
hood lads for 50 cents each. 

It was about 1914 that we again began to 
see rabbits raised in larger numbers, 
for meat. The Belgian hare and New 
land Reds predominated and there 
few Fiemish Giants.

the heavier American class of fowls. . Also, 
be sure that there is sufficient overhead air 
space to take care of the foul air given off 
by the birds while on the roosts at night. 

The houses should be properly disin- 
fected before the new birds are put in. It is 
easier to do the job thoroughly before the 
birds are in the house, and this eliminates 
the necessity of disturbing the birds later 
on. Any good standard disinfectant will do 
the work if applied properly. Crank case 
drainings, which can be obtained free of 
charge or at very little cost at almost any 
Barage, make a very good base for 
these sprays. Ten parts of this to one part 
of any of the coal tar disinfectants, does the 
work very thoroughly. Spray or paint the 
entire inside of the house as well as the 
roosts, 

Look the pullets over thoroughly to find 
out whether or not they have lice. If any of 
them have, the entire flock should be dipped 
in a solution of one ounce sodium flouride 
to a gallon of warm water. This should be 
done in the forenoon of a warm day so the 
birds will dry out quickly without any dan- 
ger of taking cold. If this is done thorough- 
ly before the pullets start producing the 
danger of throwing them into a fall moult 
is avoided, which sometimes happens if 
done after they have been laying for sever- 
al weeks. |

The time of last irrigation will have great 
bearing on the cultural program which will 
firmly establish the annual production of 
large cotton crops in San Joaquin Valley. 
Late irrigation leaves the bolls in sappy 
condition and an early frost would sour the 
soft bolis and occasion great loss. Possibly 
it will become necessary to ignore the “top 
crop” in the interest of maturing the heavy 
bottom and middle crop of bolls. The elimi- 
nation of last irrigation, or the stopping of 
irrigation at what might be considered an 
early date may become a practice contribu- 
ting largely to the stabilizing of the San 
Joaquin industry.

Fruit Pack Business 


DELANO.—For several years fancy pa@ks 
of choice California fruits and nuts have 
been very popular as Christmas gifts. Firms 
have been organised to prepare these good 
things and there have been several in- 
stances of more than ordinary success. In 
this city there is a woman who has through’ 
several years of conscientious effort, estab- 
lished a permanent and paying industry in 
the preparation of Christmas sweets. Mrs. 
A. B. Cate began in a small way at Clovis, 
Fresno county, a few years ago, preparing 
Christmas boxes in her kitchen. Her prod- 
uct mét with ready sale and she subse- 
quently moved to this district where she 
and her husband purchased a 160-acre farm 
and planted it to many of the fruits and 
nuts which make up her packages. 

Due to the quality of pack Mrs. Cate pute. 
out, her sales have multiplied greatly dur- 
ing the past two years and in that time she 
has built a modern packing-house on the 
ranch. At the present time, she has twelve 
women employed during the packing season.

In the packing 
house, Mrs. Cate has planned everything in 
the most efficient and sanitary manner. Only 
the best products are purchased and the figs 
are hand-sorted, graded and sterilized. The 
raisins, too, are sorted and almonds which 
are grown on the Cate ranch are blanched 
in the packing house, which is equipped 
with electricity for all heating and cooking 
purposes. 

The season for packing these- holiday 
boxes is short because each year’s pack, 
must be made of fresh fruits and nuts, and 
as the time between the harvest and holi- 
days is very limited, it is necessary to have 
everything in readiness when the packing 
season. starts. For this reason, both Mr. 
and Mrs. Uate are képt extremely busy dur- 
ing the packing season. Their progress 
proves that attention to detail is a factor 
which, with determination and  persever- 
ence, spells success. 

About eleven sizes of boxes comprise the 
output of the packing house and there are 
a number of styles of pack in the various 
sizes, enabling the purchaser to suit his 
tastes as well as his purse. The boxes 
range in weight from one pound to twenty, 
but the five and six-pound boxes seem to 
be most in demand. 

In the last year several sizes of highly 
orhamental oriental baskets were added. 
These sell very well. : 

Mrs. Cate started to sell her pack in the 
public markets of Fresno. When she moved 
to this city her output became so great that 
other markets were sought. The sales 
spread to Bakersfield, Fresno and then to 
Los Angeles. During the past two seasons 
she has been shipping mail orders to all 
parts of the United States and éven to 
Burope. In addition to the mail order sales, 
much of the pack is now sold to wholesale 
dealers in Los Angeles and directly to some 
of the leading hotels, which supply them to 
their guests,

Cull Fruit Brings in 
Half Million 


POMONA.—D. C. Crookshank, director of 
the San Antonio Fruit Exchange, of this city 
and a director since their organization of 
the two California Fruit Growers’ Exchange 
by-products plants, the Exchange Orange 


Products Company at San Dimas, and the 


Exchange Lemon Products Company at Co- 
rona, states that over $500,000 is now being 
received by exchange members from orange 
and lemon culls, formerly a total loss, 
through the operation of the two establish- 
ments. The Orange Products plant is now 
making two grades of orange oil, two varie- 
ties of fresh orange juice, several kinds of 
concentrated juice and products from _ or- 
ange peel such as fresh grated rind, candied 
orange peel, and dried halves, and selling 
annually over 10, tons of cooked orange 
pulp as dairy f Over 15,000 tons of cull 
granges have been handled during the past 
season and gross receipts from by-products 
wi run over $300,000. The capacity of the 
factory has been increased to 25,000 tons 
next season, if that tonnage in culls is 
available. 

At the Exchange Lemon Products plant 
the capacity is now such that fourteen car- 
loads of cull fruit can be handled daily for 
short runs and ten cars daily for continuods 
operation. The plant is equipped to manu- 
facture citric acid, oil of lemon and lemon 
pectin. Recently the plant’s research lab- 
oratory has discovered a method for niak- 
ing powdered pectin, which is expected to 
result in netting as satisfactory returns to 
the grower as is now received from the sale 
of citric acid. :
